They were deeply in debt, and naturally very 
much dissatisfied.' Thev cried for eheafi money with svhieh to fmy 
their debts. They wanted a dollar for a bushel of wheat—a "sixteen 
to one siK-cr dollar." or any nthercheap money—it dk', not make any 
difference to them as long as ti.rv could have paid their debts with it. 

That was the secret of Bryan’s strenrlh in 1896. 

Since then time* have changwl. Farmers, as a class, have been' 
pro-|)crous during the last seven or eight years. They get a dollar a 
Dushii for their wheat in gold. And tltey get very high prices for all 
their other products. In fact, the fanners are the only class that was 
not touched by the present "panic." 

And since, in this Messed country, everrthing from an industrial 
crisis down to crops is ascribed to the party in power, it is almost cer¬ 
tain that the fanners w-ill not vote for a change.

all citizens who sympathtae with the 
great and jnst catHe of labor. 

^Ve arc at this liuvmeot in the midst 
of one of those indostrial breakdowns 
that penodicallv paralyze the life of 
the nation. The nitich>boasted era of 
our national prosperity has been fol¬ 
lowed by one of general mi:»ery. Fac¬ 
tories, mills and mines are closed. 
Millions of men, ready, w-iUmg and 
able to provide the nation with 
all the necessaries and com- 
f<»rts of life, are forced mto 
idleness and starration. Within re- j 
cent times the trusts and inoooprdies 
have attained an enormous and men- 
acinc development. They .have ac¬ 
quired the power to dictate the terms 
upon which we shall be allowed to 
live. The trusts fix the price of our 
bread, meat and sugar, of oar coal, oil 
and clothing, of our raw m.tterial and 
machinery, of aH the neccsMlie^ of life. 

The present desperate condition of 
the workers ha<» l»«eu made the op- 
p<irtnnrty for a renewed onslaught on 
organized labo'r. * The hiahe>*f courts 
of the coitnfry have within the last 
year rendered dectstou after decision 
depriving the workers of rights which 
they had won by geucrations of 
aicii|p;1e. 

The attempt to destroy the We.st- 
ern Fedcratioii of Miners, although 
defeated by tlic wdidarity of organized 
labor and the Socialiit mm*rment, re¬ 
vealed the existence of a far-reaching 
and unscnspuloutv conspiracy by the 
ruling class against the organiaations 
of labor. 

In their efforts to fake the lives of 
the leaders of the miners the 
conspirators violated the slate la»vs 
and the federal constkntion tn a man-' 
ner seldom cqnaleil even in a coun¬ 
try so completely dominated by the: 
profit-seeking class as is the undted 
States. 

The congress of the United Slates 
hat shown its contempt for the in-' 
terests of labor as plainly and un¬ 
mist *k*3hly as have the other branches 
of government. The laws for 
which the lal)<»r organizations have 
eoiUimially petitioned have failed to 
pass, I..aws osteni^ibly riiaitcd for the 
t»enefit oi labor have been duUwted j 
against labor I 

The working Class of the United 
States cannr4 e.spcct any remedy 
for its wrongs from the pres¬ 
ent ^ling cla.HS or from the dominant 
parties So long at a small number 
of tndividuitls are permitted to emitrol 
the tourcc.** of the nation's wealth 
for their private profit, m com» 
petition with each other and for the 
eapinitation of their fellowmcn, in¬ 
dustrial depressions are bound to oc¬ 
cur at certain intervals Xo currency 
reforms or other legislative measure 
proposed by capitali.st reforraers can* 
avad against these fatal results of ut¬ 
ter anarchy in production. 

IndiviihsM competition leads in¬ 
evitably to combifmHons and trusts. 
Xo amount tA government rcgtilation. 
or of publicity,, or of restrictive legis¬ 
lation V ill arrest the natnral course 
of modern industrial development. 

While our courte, Ic^slatures 
aod executive offices remain in tlw 
hands of the ruling classes and Iheir 
agents, the govermnent wtTl be used 


in the interests of these classes at 
against the toilera. 

Political parties are but the exprea- 
sioit of economic class rnteretts. The 
Repubitcan, the democratic and the 
so-called 'independence* parties, and 
all pasties other than the Soctaiist 
party, are financed, directed and con¬ 
trolled by the representatives of dif¬ 
ferent groups of the ruling class. 

In the maintenance of class g«ivern- 
mrnt both the Democratic and Repub¬ 
lican |»rtie< have been eqjally guilty. 
'ri;c Kepublican narty has had con¬ 
trol of the futional gorrimmmt and 
has been directly and actively re* 
sponsible for these wrongs. The 
Demociatic party, while saved from 
direct responsibility, by its poNtica! 
impotence, has shown itself eqnall^ 
sub«erv*ient to the aims of the capi¬ 
talist class whenever and wherever it 
has been in power. The old chattel 
slave owning aristocracy of the sooth, 
which was the backbone of the 
Democratic party, has been snpclani- 
ed by a' child .slave plutocracy.' In the 
great cities of our country the Demo¬ 
cratic party is atHed with the crimmal 
element nl ibe slums, as the Repub¬ 
lican part^ is allied with the preda¬ 
tory criminals of the palace, in marn- 
lainlng the inlerest of the possessing 
clast. 

The various "reform** movements 
and parties whicl\ have sprang np 
within recent years arc but the clumsy 
expression of widevpread popular dis- 
content. They are not ba.ved on 
an intelligent understanding of 
the hi.storicat development of civil- 
izaton and of the economic and poli¬ 
tical needs of mir time. They are 
lioufid to t>eri<ih as the numerous mid¬ 
dle class reform rouveuicnts of the 
past have perished.

To produce food, cloth¬ 
ing and shelter, land and machinery 
are needed. Land by itself d<ics not 
satisfy human needs. Human labor 
gets raw materials and food out of 
the .soil by creating machinery and 
using it upon tl»e land. Whoever 
lias control of land and machinery 
has control of human labor, and 
with it of human life and liberty. 

Toslay the machinery ami the 
land used for industrial purposes 
are owned by a rapidly decreasing 
minority. 5 so long as machinery is 
simple and easily handled by one 
man, it does not make its ow ners so 
powerful that they can dominate 
the sources of life of others. But 
when machinery liecomes more and 
more complex and expensive, and 
requires for its effective operation 
the organized effort of many 
workers, its influence reaches over 
wider and svider circles of life. 
The owners of such machinery be¬ 
come the dominant class. 

In proportion as the mimlx-r of 
such machine owners com|)arcd to 
all other classes decreases, their 
power in the nation and in the 
world increases, 
larger masses of 


society: The small farmer. wIm is 
toilay cxploitcil by large capital 
nurre indirccllv but not le^s effec¬ 
tively tlian Is the wage laliorcr: the 
small manufacturer and trader, who 
is cng.vged in a de.'|HTate and losing 
struggle for ccotinniic indejicndeiicc 
in the face of the all-conquering 
power of concentrated capital: and 
even the capilali-t him-elf. wlio is 
the slave of liisWealth raliur than 
its nu.-ter. The struggle of ihe 
working clai-s against the eapitali-t 
class, while it is a class sirugglc. is 
thus at tile same time a struggle for 
tile .-'twiliiiiin of all c!as»v« av.-l slas.s 
priulcges.

The wage-workers can¬ 
not lie freed from exploitation witli- 
ont conquering the (lolilical power 
and suhstiliiting collective and dem- 
oeraiie administration for private 
ownership of the land and Ihc ' 
means of pro.hiction used for cx- 
plnilation. 

The basis for such transforma¬ 
tion is rapidly developing within 
the very Ixisoin of prrs»-nt capitalist 
society. The factory ssstein, with 
its immense machinery and minute 
division of laUir, is rapidly <lestroy- 
ing all vestiges of individual pro¬ 
duction ill niamif.acliire. Modern 
pnsdiiction is alreaily very largely 
a colicclive and social (>roeos.s. while 
the great trusts and nioiu>|njlics 
witicli have sprung up in recent 
rears have had tlic effect of orgati- 
iziiig the work ami manage inent of 
some i-f oil main industries on a 
national scale, and fitiing lliciu tor 
national use and oi>cni:ioii. 

In the struggle lor frerdoi-i the 
interests of tlie workers of ail na- 
txiiis arc identical. Tlie struggle 
is not only naliuiial, hut interna¬ 
tional. It embraces the world and 
will lie carried to ultim.itc victorv 
hv tlic united workers of the 
world.
